MILWAUKEE, TVia., Jan. 11.—Tliofiro in tba 


Xowlull lioiiuo ivas discovered at 4 a. m., yca- 
torduy. lu lees tlmu tmll' un hour tho wkolo 
building1, loii£ designiiteJ :w a cltatli-trap, ivaa 
ouvolupcJ in tltimos. Sconos of 
tho utmost 


terror prevailed, tho inmates of llio doomed 
bniUing jumping by dozens from the upper 
stories, covering tho utooo sidewalks with Ufo- 
lofls bodioa. Tlio Hlirioka of tlio uarortunatos 
tilled ;lio air, in a hoartrouding manner, people 
bolow boing nimble to yonder any aid. 
Quito a 


munl-or of tho - tumiied guests and employes 
of tho hotel appeared afc tho windows, and, 
Hoping tho distance to the ground, fell back to 
perish in tho (lames. 


Tho employes or tho hotel, ivbieh accommo- 


dated SCO RtiostH, nuraborod eighty-nix, mostly 
lodged in tbo sixth story. Exit by way of tho 
roof was cut off by tho firo, and tho Wo gtaud- 
pipOfl, with fire ladders, wore not available for 
tho eamo roason. A very t'ow wove aavod by 
jumping on canvas. 


All tho storos-aiid oflice.-i on the ground floor, 


. with contoists, were destroyed. Thoro wore on 
tho Michigan street nido tho offices of the Mu- 
tual Union Telegraph company, II. J. Uaum- 
jjartuor'a sign paintinj; shop, Qoetz's barber 
shop, Curdicl: & Armitugo, job printers. On 
tho Broadway front tho Manufacturers' banlt, 
Metropolitan Pinto Gluss Iiisnnuicti company, 
insurance agencies of Charles E. Cniin,"\Villiam

A Sea of Flume. 


At 5 o'clock tho doomed hotel presented a 


night that will never bo forgotten by tlioua who 
behold it. The whole inside of tho building 
was one mass of roaring llamos, and a perfect 
shower of sparks aml-«iiidci-s \voro blown by a 
brisk southeast wind ovor tho northern part of 
the oily. Tho sky was illuminate.! as bright 


• as day, and the hissing and roaring of the de- 
vouring element could bo heard for blccks, 
Tho largo, heavy co'i-nice on the southeast cor- 
ner of tho building came down with a foarfiil 
crash, burying under tho ruina Bon Hall, a 
tiromau of steamer No. •!. lie was quickly 
gotten out from among tho red-hot plates of 
tho galvanized iron of tho cornico, and it was 
found that he was ^aoriqusly but not fatally 
hurt. Tho aixth, fifth and fourth floors broke 
through at once, and carried everything with 
them to the ground floor. A hugo bulk of 
flumes shot up about titty feet high when tho 
tloora camo down, and an agonizing aiiout from 
tho multitude wont up. 


From that time tho lire had undisputed away 


jusido tho bare walla, and toward C o'clock tho 
tjtiildings on tho oast side fronting on Water 
sjreot, begun, to burn. Two etoainow wore 
wjnt around to Enst Water street to protect tho 
establishments 0" that thoroughfare. At this 
lime all the stores and oillees uudor tile hotel 
were enwrapped in flames, 


Heroic i'xlre'LtutdlcM. 


The lire department fought tho Qro heroic- 


ally, hut u!! they could do was to prevent ita 
spread to tho surrounding business blocks. 
Tho heat wan so intense that tho cupola of the 
Chamber of Commerce began to smoke aa it a 
fierce firs was raging within. Tho mon of 
hook and ladder trucks 1 and 2 worked almost 
like demons. They had put ladders across tho 
alley from the bank building to the burning 
hotel, and crawled across. First, Edward Itio- 
nior and Herman Strausa, from truck 1. Tup 
Utte carried an unconcious girl

(ho ilttn«« across the dangerous »nd flimsy 
passage-way. John Bornloaaer, A. A. "Worth, 
B, E. Kodine, and Oarrott Green, of truck No.

throo and four at a timo. At 0:30 sevstiteen 
bodies wore laid down in tho dreary place 
ifhich was locked up botv-eou the trips of the 
patrol wagon, aud therefore no identification 
TV»B possible. Tho floor of tho general office 
of the Central polico station was turuod into a 
lazaret, persona fatitly hurt winding them 
selves intno blankets on tho floor in excruciat- 
ing pain. 


Horrible Deaths and Sunerinir. 


In tho American Express office, corner of 


Broadway aud Michigan streets, Allen John- 
son, of Allen Johnson it Co., commission 
merchants, room 34, Chamber of Commerce, 
»nd wife, wore stretched on tho hard Uoor iu 
an evidently dying condition. The two occu- 
pied a cornor room on the third Hoor, and both 
ware forcod to jump from tho window. A 
blanket waa held to catch them, but it proved 
a weak chock to tho forco of the fall. 3Ir. Al- 
len waa badly hurt about tho back and lower 
limbs, and probably internally. His cries and 
groans aa ho writhed in anguish wero enough

At about 3:35 ho was awak- 
ened by tho broaking of glass in the transom 
ovor tlio door, and the fierce flamea entered 
through tho oponmg. Ho immediatily gath- 
ered up his elotheu as far as possible and step- 
ping out on the balcony, ho put on his clothes 
and swung to tho balcony beneath, whore half 
a do'zou others wore gathorod, 
HOJ'O sheets 


and bod-clothes were tied together, and the 
ground reached by the ropo. Mr. Pollock was 
ut one time a representative of Tho Sontinol

He was on tho second 
floor, but, in consequence of tho hotel being 
BO crowded, was not given his usual room. He- 
was awiUsenOil by tho breaking of glass, and 
had only timo to catch up n portion of his 
clothes aud gel into the half. The smoke was 
blinding, and ho was HO bewildered that he had 
no idea what direction to take to reach tho 
stairway. Making a .rush, he run against the 
railing and fell, and in attempting to get up 
foil dou'ii-atuii'H, bruising one of his arms and 
logs, 
Tho fall down-stairs saved his lifo, 


.fames Maxwell arrived at tho hotel at mid- 


night from Chicago. 
Ho remarked to the 


clerk that, as that was an unlucky corner, 
Friend Brothers having burned out across tho 
street lately, he had bettor not send him up too 
high. "I was givon a room on tlie coiu-t," said 
Mr. Maxwell, "ami v.-i-.s noon fast asleep.

Mk'Uculut Scenes. 


Quo of the most trying auction incident to tliu 


fire was witnessed fit the morgue nt 0 o'clock. 
There were rit'teeu bodies laid upon tbo marble 
slabs and upon tho floor, as the allotted spuce 
was to small -to accommodate ilicin all. One 
ohthc first bodies recognized wa.s that of Mrs. 
John Gilbert, wife of .Mr. Gilbert, of the Min- 
nie 1'almur companv. Thev were married tho 
day before in (Jhioigo, and "tho bride of a night 
lay upon the cold marble, charred aud bruised 
almost buyoud recognition. It is said that she 
waa a 2Uisn JSntton, of Chicago; Ivittio Linno- 
han, chambermaid; Bessie Brown, whose par- 
ents live on Dttroit street, between Jeffurson 
aud Juckaou Htroate; Mitchell Burh, Mary 
Burko, and Augusta Jeasa were also recognized 
among the dead. The latter wore chamber- 
maids who juaipod from the upper stor\'into 
the alley. It is said by those who hold tho 
cunvas at that spot that 'no scone was perfectly 
sickening, Tho bodies fell around tho:n oh 
even- side, and lav with broken holds aud 
bruised bodies, 'oaly half covered with cloth- 
ing. 


(jueats and members of tho hotel help rent 


tho air with their heart-rending crios and 
appeals for help, which those in tho fast in- 
creasing multitude in tho streets be-low were 
powerless to ronuer.

FINANCES. 


The financial condition of the state is 


very satisfactory. 


The cash in the treasury on the 30th of

074.90, and the disbursements were $1,- 
386,807.54, aud the cash in the treasury, 
September 30, 1882, wani i3r>i.2'20.GS. The 
disbursements from this fund were 88,-

ury at tho end of the year was §76,207.36

The receipts of tlio trust funds duriucr

SCHOOL FC^D. 


The receipts during the year for th<; 


school fund are civen in the secretary's 
report at 8320,159.60, of which amount 
8130,000 was for United. States bonds 
which had been called in during the 
year. The disbursements from this fund 
are reported ut 3470,901.12, all of which, 
except the sum of $5387.62 refunded for 
overpayments, is invested according to 
law -in interest-bearing securities. The 
total amount ot school fund now ut inter- 
est is 32,805,278.23, and the cash balance 
belonging to the fund is $7,767.35. The 
school fund iucome during tho year 
amounted to §197,333.30, of which amount 
the sum of 8185,166.42 was apportioned to 
tho different counties for school pur- 
poses.

but I do not feel at hbarty to incur ex- 
pense in that direction without first re- 
ceiving legislative sanction. 


PUBLIC LAXDS. 


The sale of public lands during tho fis- 


cal year was 218,395.84 acres, at prices 
varying from fifty cents to three dollars 
per acre. The report ot the commission- 
era shows that there is now on hand near- 
ly 1,000,000 acres ot public lands; that 
there aro nearly 240,000 acres not yet put 
the market, and that there have been se- 
lected during the year 67,000 acres for 
which the state will soon receive patents. 
These selections were made by sending a 
competent man into the field to examine 
each tract, and I am satisfied that the 
work haa been faithfully performed and 
that thereby tho state has secured good 
lands. Tho commissioners in their re- 
port suggest cogent reasons for some 
changes in the laws regulating tho sale of 
lands, to tho end that tho state may be 
enabled to obtain prices nearer the value 
of the land sold. I commend the sub- 
ject, and these suggestions of the com- 
missioners thereon, to your careful con- 
sideration. The commissioners also ask 
that section 258 of the revised statutes 
be amended, so as to give a wider field 
for the investment ot the trust funds. 
This subject likewise demands serious 
attention.

INDOSTBIAL SCHOOL, 


Tho number oC boys in attendance at 


the industrial school at Waukesha'on 
September 30, last, was 299; average at- 
tendance during the year, 321. The gath- 
ering together of the wayward and incor- 
rigible boys from every community, com- 
pelling them to attend school, teaching 
them habits of industry and obedience to 
just authority, and endeavoring to im- 
press their minds- with just concep- 
tions of the true dignity of manhood,is one 
ot the most humane and profitable duties 
of the state. But the work requires a 
most studious and painstaking watchful- 
ness to avoid the liability of making the 
inmate more incorrigible or narrow and 
contracted in his usefulness by too long 
reliance upon the institution for advice 
and support. The boy is sentenced be- 
fore the age of fourteen and may be kept 
there until ho is eighteen; and 1 have ser- 
ious doubts as to whether the term o£ at- 
tendance is not too long; as to whether 
the institution should not be rather more 
a school and somewhat lens a penal insti- 
tution. There is some force in the view 
that if a boy cannot be reformed in two 
or three years so that he can properly con- 
duet himself m the community, longer 
attendance in such an institution is not 
on.'y useless to him, bat is fraught with 
danger to his companions, and may, and 
probably always does, exert a very injur- 
ious influence upon the newer and yonn"- 
er inmates of the institution.' 


BENEVOLENT IN'STITUTIONS. 


The whole number of patients who have 


received treatment at the state hospital

EDDCATIOX. 


Tho report of tho state superintendent 


affords great cause for satisfaction as to 
the educational interests of tho state, and 
for a full discussion of tho special sub- 
jects that may require your attention I 
would refer you to this report.

seems to be no want of harmony in tho 
various parts of our school system, and 
with the general development and pro- 
gress we have every reason to be pleased. 


Tho attendance at schools of pupils be- 


tween the ages of seven and fifteen years, 
the timo when all children ought to at- 
tend schools, is eighty-seven per cent, of 
the whole number in the state between 
those ages. This percentage proves Wis- 
consin to be fairly equal to the eastern 
states in appreciation ot school privi- 
leges. The total valuation ot school prop- 
erty, including buildings, sites, libra- 
ries, etc., is 85,614,938. The total amount 
flxpended for public and private schools 
during the school year was 82,577,402. I 
need nut impress upon you the impor- 
tance of fostering our common school 
systm and promoting m every way the 
cause of popular education, 


USnYEBSITY. 


The board of regents of the university 


report satisfactory progress in all depart- 
ments; that '-he appropriation of last year 
has been judiciously expended, but that 
there are yet some repairs greatly need- 
ed in making the older buildings what 
they should bo. The ambition of the 
young for a higher and advanced educa- 
tion cannot be too liberally encouraged, 
and I commend all the needs of this in- 
stitution to your liberality. 


The departments ot agriculture and 


practical mechanics would seem to de- 
mand particular notice. The experiments 
of the professor of agriculture, made by 
virtue of special appropriations of the 
legislature, upon amber cane and the en- 
silage of fodders, have been in a large 
measure completed, and Professor Henry 
reports that beyond a doubt sugar aud 
syrup can bo profitably made from amber 
cane in this state, and that the soil of the 
state is particularly well adapted to the 
growing of amber cane. The professor 
likewise reports that bis experiments 
with ensilage ot fodders demonstrate tho 
fact that the food product for stock can 
bo greatly increased at very little cost to 
the farmers. He also reports that there 
is still needed an appropriation of 8600 
to pay the professor of 
1 chemistry for six 


months' service, and I hope this will re- 
ceive your early attention. The interests 
represented by the farmer and the me- 
chanic aro second in importance to none 
other, and any legislation ' which will 
stimulate tho efforts of either, or which 
will epen the door to more compreneu- 
sivo and intelligent effort, will be profit- 
able in tho long run to tho common- 
wealth. To this end I recommend that 
there bo appropriated annually tha sum 
of six thousand dollars for. the establish- 
ment aud maintenance of an experiment- 
al station on the university' farm, and -I 
also recommend that provision be made 
for the publication and "distribution of 
reports of the experiments heretofore 
made, aud of such -as shall, be hereafter 
made. 


NOItMAI, SOHOOIS. 


There have boen 948 students iu atten- 


dance at the various normal schools"dur- 
ing the year. There have been 31 gradu- 
ated and 61 licensed,'and there are. now 
employed in the public schools of the 
state 330 graduates of the normal schools, 
and 1,053 undergraduates. Sixty insti- 
tutes have been held in 51 counties, with 
a total attendance of 3,882, and at an ex- 
pense ot §6,433. The regents report tho 
schools in a prosperous condition, and 
earnestly endeavoring to perform tho 
work assigned to them. 


STATE PRISON. 


At tho closo of the fiscal year there 


were confined in the state prison at .Wau- 
puu 348 persons. The total cost of main- 
taining the prison for' the past year has 
been 847,751,38, of which the prisoners' 
earnings have furnished 831,129.30; re- 
ceipts from visitors were 8193.50, making 
the net cpst.'to tho state of supporting : 
tho institution, $16,428.53. .The broad 
distinction between the confirmed crimi- J 
nal and the man who committed his first • 
offense, aud who by judicious training 
may be restored .to self-sustaining and 
self-respecting citizenship, leads me to 


belief that the-legislature might, with 


much propriety, devise somojm'ethod by 
which the courts should.determine wheth- 
;r the offense wiis thb first -or not, and 
:hat the sentences should be such that 
the public" would bo protected from the 
depredations ot tho habitual criminal. 
Iho board of control, in their report, 


vc recommended a system of interme- 


diate sentences. While the matter should., 


for the insane at Mendota during the past 
fiscal year was 656.

I am constrained, by tho great impor- 


tance thereof, to again call your attention 
to tho proper caro of the insane. 
The 


laws of the stato now provide a very mix- 
ed system for tho care ot the insane; a 
portion are cared for under a state system, 
a portion .under a county system, and a 
portion und_er a combined state and 
county syste'm. Whether all these dif- 
ferent systems in operation at the same 
time throughout the state work advan- 
tageously to the unfortunates and to the 
state, or which one of tho systems is the 
most humane and economical, are sub- 
jects TO which you cannot give to much 
care and study. 1 cannot believe that it 
is conducive to the well-being of society 
or properly discharging- tho duty wo owe 
to tho insane, to care for them within the 
walls of county jails and almshouses. 
The insane are cared for that society may 
be protected from dangerous lunatics be- 
ing at largo, and humanity dictates that 
we secure the welfare and comfort ot 
those wiio are thus iinabla to care tor 
themselves. It is not tho tull discharge 
pt this duty, however, that we keep the 
insane from doing harm, or even that we 
make them happy; they have a right to 
bo cured when possible, for they are 
thereby returnecTto society and take from 
the state a life-long charge. 
That this 


care and attention, so much desired, can 
best be secured iu state institutions and 
under state supervision, I am firmly con- 
vinced, and I have thus urgently brought 
the ^subject to your attention for the rea- 
son that, unless speedy action be taken 
upon it, large local expenditures under 
the present system will nave been made, 
thereby precluding a change hereafter 
without serious loss. 


INSTITUTE I-OB DEAF ASD DCilB. 


The whole number of pupils enrolled 


at the institution for the education of the 
deat and dumb at Delavan, during the 
past year, was 224; of these there wero 
present September 30,18S2, 182; average 
attendance during; ihe year, 176. The 
total cost ot supporting this institution 
for the year was 334,375.94, which amount 
represents a weekly cost per capita of $3.- 
iO. i

At tbe institution for the education of 


the blind at Janesville, there have been 
enrolled during the year a total oE 82 pu- 
pils, of whom there were present on the 
last day of the fiscal year, 57; average at- 
tendance'for the year, 63. The total cost 
of supporting tins institution was $10,- 
72C.17, equal to a weekly cost per capita 
of S5.ll. 


STATE BO.U5D OF SUPEKVISIOX. 


Full details of the expenditures, work 


and needs of the charitable, reformatory 
and penal institutions of tho state aro 
contained iu tho annual report o£ the 
Board of Supervision, which, will be sub- 
mitted tor your consideration. 
This 


board haa performed its difficult duties 
in a laudable aud satisfactory manner, 
witli considerable saving to the state. 
Tho manner in which the stat.-i's duty in 
properly caring for and protecting the 
humblest ot tho unfortunates in the 
charitable and benevolent institutions is 
discharged cannot bo too 
cautiously 


guarded, and the power of legitimate and 
intelligent visitation tmd inspection, as- 
desired by the Board of Chanties- and 
lieform, can at least result in no harm. 


OHAIUTIES AND BEl'OKM. 


The State Board of Charities aud Ke- 


form hue the power of inspection ot all 
public and private charitable and correc- 
tional institutions in tha state, excepting 
tho six state institutions. 
Their report, 


which is now in the hands of the printer, 
shows the semi-state institutions—tho 
Milwaukee county insane asylum and tho 
Milwaukee county house of correction— 
to be in excellent condition; that there 
are 62 county jails, with 7936 prisoners 
during the year, and 255 at the date of 
the report; that the jails are generally iu 
good condition, but they report that 
there are a few in such wretched condi- 
tion and so insecure that they should be 
condemned it there were any power com- 
petent to do so. Of the poor .Houses, 39 
in number, with 1S59 inmates during the 
year, and 1179 at the data ot the report, 
they say the condition is good, and that 
the class of dependent population is as 
well cared for as is considered desirable. 
The increase of private benevolent insti- 
tutions, both in number and resources, as 
reported, speaks well for the benevolent 
disposition of ^ the people ot the state. 
Tho Board make numerous ' recorninend- 
•ations, and they should bo carefully con- 
sidered. They ask that their power of 
visitation be extended to the six state m- 
stitution3,aud this recommendation meets 
my approval.

The results obtained in the administra- 


tion of the force, in proportion to the ex- 
pense incurred in its behalf, will favora- 
bly bear the most critical comparison 
with those obtained in any of the states 
For full details I refer you to the reports 
of the Adjutant and Quartermaster Gen- 
erals, and I especially ask your attention 
to the practical suggestions of the Adju- 
tant General, and particularly with refer- 
ence to the war .records, which should be 
cared for and preserved at an early date.

RAIUKOAD3. 


The year just closed has been one of 


more than usual activity in railroad en- 
terprise, both in the volume of business 
and in the building of new roads. 


ITu June 30,1881, the various compa- 


nies doing business in the state ol Wis- 
consin reported to the Railroad Commis- 
sioner a total mileage of 3,142.43 miles- 
the mileage reported June 30, 1882, was 
3,475.73, an increase during what may be 
termod the railroad year ot 3335 miles 
From June 30,1882, to the end ot the 
calendar year, December 31,1882, 358.01 
miles of rail were laid, making a total 
mileage of 3,833.74 miles of railroad ia. 
the state of Wisconsin December 31,1882 
The number of miles built during the 
calendar year was 390.29. 


The prediction contained in my mess- 


age to the legislature one year ago, of an 
increased amount of railroad construc- 
tion during the year 1832, has been veri- 
ned, aud an almost trackless region of 
unbroken J forest is now being transform- 
ed into thriving villages and prosperous 
homes, adding to the state needed-' rail- 
road facilities, and vastly increasing its 
taxable values. If we except the year 
1871 and the year 1863, the great years of 
railroad building in this country, the 
year 1882 stands foremost in railroad con- 
struction. 


The Wisconsin railroad' earnings from 


June 30,1881, to June 30,1882, were 818,- 
i6j,42S.32, an increase of 33,287,555.71 for 
the year; being an average per mile of 
85,639.16, an increase of earnings per 
mile of SS24.25. The total cost of -opera- 
ting_the railroads of the state' was':810,- 


483,681.86; the operating expenses per 
mile were §3,088.24, ane the net earnings 
per mile of operated road were S2;550.91. 
The total number o£ passengers: carried 
upon the roads of the state was 3.611,973, 
equal to 162,231,759 passengers carried 
one rnilo at an average cost per mile of a 
trine less thau 2,83 cents. . There'!were - 
5.499,321 tons of freight carried; 'an equal 
of.813,414,402 tons carried one mile; and 
the average rate per mile on each ton 
carried was a little less than 1.61 cents, 
which is a decrease of- .07. of a cent per 
mile on each ton of freight carried. 


The regulation of railroads ,by state 


authority, as a power for goodi.is no 
longer a matter of experiment, or doubt. 
To be of the highest good, however, it 
does not need to be clothed with rigorous 
exactions or arbitrary authority. The 
laws should be fair and impartial to all, 
aud while guarding and protecting with 
unerring certainty every right and inter- 
est of the people, they should be adequate 
to the just protection of the real rights of 
capital. 


The railroad companies doing business 


in the state paid during the year'.'JfJSSG,} 
32S.5S toward the revenue of the', state; 
but sleeping cars are running upon all

roads of any considerable magnitude in. 
the state, and upon most of the lines' they 
are owned by foreign companies, which 
mako no report of their cost or earnings, 
and while they are wealthy and . money 
making corporations, they pay no revenue 
to the state. Thia is wrong, and the error 
should be corrected by appropriate legis- 
lation.

The Kaijroad Commissioner system in 


Wisconsin has been'asuccess, and while 
the complaints have not been numerous,- 
they have always received prompt atten- 
tion 
I am in formed that during • a-long 


term of years not a single case of -litiga- 
tion has grown out 6f a complaint-lodged 
with tho Commissioner, but in every in- 
stance an amicable adjustment has been 
had, satisfactory to.all- parties concerned. 
It has been found much easier arid better 
to adjust than to litigate, and in this way 
a better spirit has been developed and 
maintained between .the people and toe 
railroad corporations. I see no reason to 
doubt that tho harmony now existing 
may continue UDmterrupted:for vears to - 
come.

The commissioners ot fisheries)-work- 


ing -without pay, have merited approba- 
tion, for the success of their work. Tb e T 
bare distributed during the year nearly a 
million pt trout fry, and are preparing to. 
.add'|duhng; 'the coming year, white fish 
and wall-eyed pike. It IH suggested that 
in many ot the counties in the state it 
would be very profitable, and is almost 
necessary, that thete be a fish warden, 
wtrose duty it shall be to see that the laws 
for he preservation and protection ot fish 
are duly executed. 
The expenditures 


made by the fish commission-for the last 
fiscal year were S7,712.6G,- and they esti- 
mate that their expenditures tor the nest 
to years will be 88,000 a year. This en- 
terprise is one that is now fostered by al- 
most every state in the union, and Wis- 
consin is not far behind in tho progress 
made. 


IITMIGKATIOX. 


-• -By a reference to tho tables ol the re- 


port of the board of immigration, it will 
be seen that-of the 57,952 immigrants ar- 
riving in Milwaukee during the calendar 
year, 81,758 have found homes in onr 
state; and it is safe to say that fully 10,- 
003 more have gone into "Wisconsin di- 
rect from Chicago 
without 
passing 


through- Milwaukee. The great majority 
of these new comers have settled in the 
northern parts of the state. They were 
chiefly small farmers and farm laborers 
from Qermany-and Norway and Sweden, 
and will become important factors in de- 
veloping the agricultural and other natur- 
al resources of Northern Wisconsin. Tbo 
disbursements of the commission have 
been 35,147.88. 


ILLUMINATING OILS. 


The state supervisor ot inspectors ot

SPECIAL LEGISLATION, 


Since the adoption of the amendment 


which stands as article 4 ot the constitu- 
tion, prohibiting special legislation in 
the cases therein enumerated, there haa 
been a persistent and quite successful 
effort to evade it. The method most pop- 
ular is to make" grants of powers and 
privileges to individuals, their associates 
and assigns. A great many such grants 
ot very valuable and important fran- 
chises and privileges have boen made, 
and made in a manner which, in niy judg- 
ment, is dangerous to the public inter- 
ests. 


These grants were, before tho adoption 


ot the constitutional amendment, usually 
conferred 'upon corporations; when sc 
conferred they were subject to repeal or 
alteration under tho "reserved power" 
contained in the constitution. .Very many 
of 'those which have been granted to in- 
dividuals, and which the legislature will 
doubtless bo called upon to grant indi- 
viduals, could be Obtained by the organ 
ization ot corporations under the general 
laws, and if so obtained, would be taken 
and held subject to the right of the state 
to revoke or modify. These franchises 
granted to individuals become, when ac- 
cepted, property. They generally involve 
the expenditure ot more or loss money, 
and there is great danger that they would 
be held by tho courts to be irrepealablo 
contracts, and beyond the power ot 
legislative 
revocation 
or 
control. 


It is palpably unwise to make any 
grant of powers, franchises or privileges, 
which may effect the public interests, 
without reserving.to the legislature the 
right to repeal or alter the flame, when- 
ever in its judgment the public interest 
shall so demand. 


I recommend that no such grants bo' 


made by special act in cases where the 
object can be attained under general 
laws now existing, or which can be prop- 
erly enacted, and that in all cases where 
a special crunt seems to bo necessary, 
there bo inserted in it ti clause rosorviug 
tho right to at any time revoke or modify 
it, 


I also suggest to you tlio utility of con- 


sidering whether a general law may not 
be framed under which cities may be or- 
ganizqd as efficiently and well as by 
special act. I£ this cun bo dono it -will 
diminish materially special. legislation, 
and will save a considerable amount to 
the people. 


CONCLUSION. 


1 have thus sought to communicate to 


you briefly but intelligibly "the condition 
sC the stato," with such recommendations 
in tho promises as I deem expedient.

co-operation in every proper effort to 
meet tho wants of the people, and to se- 
cure to them what they are entitled to
